PRINCE BISMARCK. de interviewed, which 
bas not been once infrmged since signing 
the treaty of Berlin twelve years ago. The 
Prince is an Atlas who during twenty 
years has carried the political world upon 
his shoulders. He looks stronger and better 
since the removal of this weight, how dis- 
tributed among a great number of other 
shoulders that shiver alittie under a frac- 
tion even of tne burden one great man had 
successfully carried. The Prince expressed 
himself about as follows: 

“IfI were still Minister of the Crown I 
would wish to abstain from all interference 
and allow matters to take their natural 
course and pursue the policy of observation. 
It acts contrary to. law were attempted I 
would fight, otherwise I should look on with 
‘indifference. If the laborer chooses to select 
a day to make merry and walk about in pro- 
cession Ishould do nothing to prevent him 
with repressive legislation. Attempts to 
prevent mischief are often the sole reason 
for mischief existing. More mischief 
is sometimes done by choosing a street that 
seems in a dangerous condition when crowd- 
ed than by overlooking and directing the 
circulation in it. Berlin and other large 
cities should take every possible precaution 
against every possible evil that might arise 
out of the situation.

When the turbulent striker sees the authori- 
ties take extraordinary measures to preserve 
peace he knows they dread him, and realizing 
this the more aggressive becomes the antago- 
nism between employer and employed. My 
opinion is that we will never reach the situa- 
tion where the laboring man will say, ‘ Weare 
satiafied, both for ourselves and for our chil- 
dren—for those who come aiter us.’ It may 
be considered an axiom that the desire of 
the laborer to improve his condition and to 
get on will lastaslong as he sees any one 
whose condition is better than his own. 
IMPROVED CONDITION OF LABOR. 

“Quite an improvement has taken place in 

the condition of the laboring classes during 
the latter half of the century. Fifty years 
ago the children of the poor in Germany 
went barefoot in summer, with little more 
than ashirt or a shift to cover them, up to the 
age of 10 or 12. Today the children of the 
poorer classes are decently clothed and shod, 
young and old. Their food is better. They 
do not work so many hours. This is true, I 
fancy, of all civilized countries.“ 

The correspondent menuoned the pros- 
perous condition of the working 
men belonging to the guilds in the fiourish- 
ing cities. His Highness demolished the 
whole fabric of the theory, saying that the 
members of those euilds are not working men 
at all in the modern sense. They are tne 
aristocracy of the workingmen. Their pros- 
perity is based on exclusiveness, In this 
eternal struggle between labor and capital 
labor has scored the most victories. Such 
will be the case whenever the laboring man 
has the ballot. Should there ever be 
a final victory it would be his. But if 
this struggie ever did come to an end 
human activity would come to a deadlock. 
Human struggie and striving would come to 
an end, which is not, Ithink, the intention of 
Divine’ Providence. Another solution is 
only possible where slavery. exists. For in- 
stance, in Africa, where state civilization has 
remained the same from time immemorial on 
the basis of siavery, the negroes being con- 
tent without striving, either because of the 
narrowness of their intellects or from the 
dread of whe scourge, this state of things has 
existed mere since history first recorded 
i Yet another soluson may de 
found in another part of the globe, in 
some thousands of the islands. In 
consequence of the climate the production of 
food is without effort and there is no neces- 
sity for working. This condition of affairs 
existed when the Europeans first came there 
to find a sort of Garden of Eden. All there 

was for men to do was to break off a cocoa- 
nut from a tree, eat it. and then go play in 
the sunshine. But in such a situation there 
is no progress. Men might live that way 
thousands of years and have been content to 
do so for thousands of years more, like sleek, 
tooa- natured animals.

We are pro- 
ceeding in the same way as the South Side 
alley road, the other elevated roads proceed- 
ing by petiton, I believe. There id a sufficient 
amount of capital.raised for all tne prelim- 
inary work. I am not at liberty to tell you 
at present who are backing the scheme, but 
they are mostly Eastern capitalists. The main 
line will extend from a point on the South Side 
east of Fifth avenue, west across the river 
to the western city limits. It is the design 
to reach a.point on the west limits about 
midway between Madison and Twelttn. 
Most of the distance the route will be be- 
tween Madison street on the north and Har- 
rison street on the south. I cannot inform 
you of the exact route—it would be prema- 
ture—but it has been practically decided on. 
The eastern terminus has been practically se- 
cured. : 

“ The road will have two branches. The 
principal branch leaves the main line be- 
tween Carpenter and Curtis streets and ex- 
tends north to the city limits. It will prob- 
ably be an alley road, though the main 
branch will not. Another branch leaves the 
main line at Wood and extends south to the 
city limits. It is not contemplated, however, 
to construct. this line in the immediate 
future, but the other lines will be built as 
soon as possible, We shail proceed to ac- 
quire the property needed by purchase, and 
when necessary by coudemnation. We have 
already purchased considerable of the right 
of way.

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SOCIALIST SHEVITCH Is FORGIVEN. 


Hig Ancestral Estates in Russia Will Be 
Restored to Him. 
_ New Yor, April 25.—[{Special.]—Sergius 
Shevitch, Socialist and tor-in-chief of tne 
New York Volks-Zeitung, who has been an 
exile in this country for the last twenty-two 
years, having been banished from Russia 
owing to his political opposition to 
the Czar, has been forgiven by 
the latter and will return to his 
native land. His large ancestral estates, 
| which were confisceted at the time of his

to him, an 
L position he lost 
by advo@iting the Socialist cause. Since 
coming i America he has lived quietly in 
Hoboken with his wife. He will leeve ‘for 
Russia in a few days. 

Mr. Shevitch’s life has been an eventful 
one, and that of his wife, who first married 
a Prince, is full of romance. He was edu- 
cated at Stuttgart and Gutenberg, and 
after leaving college received an appoint- 
ment in the diplomatic service. He was at one 
time an attaché of the Russian Legation at 
Stuttgart, and at one time his elder brother 
was Governor of the Province of Lesland. 
When Shevitch embraced Socialism he lost 
his position, and bis brother was deposed. 
He was banished and his estates confiscatea. 

Mrs. Sheviteh, daughter of Count Doun- 
niges and by marriage the Princess Heiene 
Racowitz, is of German descent, and was at 
one time in the court of King William of 
Prussia at Berlin. She formed an early 
attachment for Ferdinand Lassaile, the 
great Socialist, and fied from home 
to him. He refused to receive her, 
and made her return to her family, giving as 
his reason that he could not marry her with- 
out the consent of her parents. She soon 
forgot him, and afterward became engaged to 
the Prince Racowitz. This angered Lassalle 
so that he spoke slightingly of the Princess, 
‘and his words reached the ears of Racowitz. 
A duel followed which resulted in the death 
of the famous Socialist. 

Racowitz died of consumption about a year 
after his marriage, and in 1867 the Princess 
Racowitz met Mr. Shevitch, who fell des- 
perately in love with her. She favored his 
suit, and they were married and came to this 
country in 1869, 

Wasuinerton, D. C., April 28.— Special. 
At the Russian Legation Mr. Hanson, acting 
first Secretary of the Legation, said today: 
“Mr. Shevitch has deen notified by us, 
through the Russian Consul General at New 
York, that the Government has consented to 
allow him to return to Russia. This was 
done several weeks ago. As to whetner he 
will be allowed to regain possession of his 
estates I know nothing and can give you no 
information.“

He added that if there 
were any suspicions that proceedings were 
not sought in good faith he certainly would 
not encourage them.

Paris, Tex., April 25.—[Special.|—Jean 
George Seisel, a Greek peddler from Bey- 
routh, Syria, told a singular story to United 
States Commissioner Lee today. He said 
that he had a wife and five children, and 
about a year ago cameto this country. Not 
caring to be troubled witn her, he obtained 
the consent of his brother, Cassion George 
Seisel, for the latter’s wife, a beautiful 
Greek woman of 20, to come with him. They 
traveled together until two weeks ago, 
when they met a Syrian named Jean 
Yacobi at Fort Worth. He and the woman 
became deeply enamored of each other and 
Monday left for the Indian Territory. He 
wanted a warrant for the arrest of the 
woman, saying that if he returned to Syria 
without her he would be charged with her 
murder. The Commissioner could not issue 
the warrant, but finaily consented to issue a 
certificate showing that the woman had 
abandoned him. This will be forwarded to 
the Beyrouth Consul, for if the peddler fails 
to return or account for the disappearance of 
his brother’s wife his own wife and children 
will be made to suffer for his offense against 
the peculiar laws of Syria.

BROWNSTONE QUARRYMEN COMBINE, 


A Newly Formed Trust That Will Pat Up 
Prices and Control the Trade. 

ASHLAND, Wis., April 25.—[Special.|—A 
close corporation has been formed by repre- 
sentatives of all the leading Lake Superior 
brownstone quarrymen. A meeting was 
held in Ashland yesterday and Mr. Fred- 
erick was chosen President of the new or- 
ganization. There has been no attempt to 
deny that the only object of the organization 
is to force prices hizher than they were, and 
local builders say that the advance from $3 
to N a cord on common rabble stone and a 
corresponding advance on other lines will 
check building. The stone men say the 
could not profitably continue to sell 
stone at the rates which prevailed 
last year. The advance will be felt princi- 
pally in Chicago, where an immense amount 
of Astiland brown stone finds its way by 
lake every year. This year a greater quan- 
tity than ever was to be sent to Chicago, and 
some rich Chicagoans came up here and 
formed a stock company, buying the famous 
Knight quarries. This new company an- 
nounced itsintention to buy two lines of 
boats to carry its stone to Chicago and De- 
troit. The boats were contracted for. Other 
dealers conceived the idea of either compel- 
ling the Chicago men to go to 
a pool or of freezing them out. 
As all the quarries of any size, having to- 
gether a capital of many millions of dollars 
and giving employment to 3,000 or 4,000 men, 
were going in there was no chance for faii- 
ure and the Chicago people consented to join 
the pool. A member of the combination said 
today that so firmly was the trade estab. 
lished in Chicago, Detroit, and other cities 
along the lake that the combination could 
name its own prices and get them. The Chi- 
cago company, he said, came here intending 
to get out some stone for the Chicago World's 
Fair buildings.

THE WORLD'S FAIR BILL SIGNED. 

President Harrison has signed the World’s 
Fair bill and itis now a law. After months 
of fighting Chicago nas irrevocably secured 
its prize. As usual, ‘the first step was tne 
hardest, There was much fighting in the 
House, a little in the Senate, and none at the 
Executive Mansion. The President was not 
tormeuted with constitutional scruples, as 
were the Southern Bourdon Senators. He 
had no old grudge against Chicago like Sen- 
ator Vest and his old secession associates. 
It is doubtful whether amy measure will be 
submitted to nim during his term of office 
which he will sign with more pleasure than 
the Worid’s Fair bill. It enables him to pay 
back with promptness his debt to we city 
where he was nominated for the Presidency 
ana which he will revisit in October of 1892, 
when the buildmgs are to be formally ded- 
icated. On this occasion he has had the good 
fortune to deal with a united and harmonious 
city, all whose residents were agreed as to 
what they wanted him todo. If things had 
run as smoothly When the Chicago offices 
were under consideration he would have been 
spared much trouble and the papers have 
been saved much space, 

The duties of the President in connection 

with the Fair are not ended with the signing 
of the ball. He has to appoint eight Commis- 
sioners-at-Large and two from we District of 
Columbia as members of the National Com- 
mission. The two from each State are ap- 
pointed by him on the nomination of the 
Governors. His ten selections should pe 
made from the best men in the country, and 
should be the first made, so that their excel- 
lonce may stimulate the Governore to do the 
best they can. . 
The President is also required, when satis 
factory proof has been furnished him that 
not less than ten millions bas been raised or 
provided for, to make to the nations of the 
earth his proclamation that there is to be a 
Fair. As he knows the business-men of this 
city and is not, like Senator Hiscock, tor- 
tured with doubts as to weir soundness and 
truthtulness, be will not require the ten mill- 
ions to be spread out before him 10 gold or 
greenbacks, but will be satisfied with the 
evidence which would oon vince any reasona- 
ble man that the money is forthcoming. 

It remains now for Chicago to go ahead 
and prove itself worthy of the confidence he 
and Congress have reposed in it, so that 
when he comes here in October of 1892 to 
dedicate the Fair buildings he will be able to 
see, though not all the preperations have 
been made, that the follawing spring will 
witness the grandest Exposituon of the cent-

A PROBLEM FOR WORKINGMEN. ; 
It now seems probable that on the ist of 
May there will be a Wholesale demand on the 
part of workingmen of this city for an eicht- 
hour day, and probably for ten hours’ wages, 
aod that following the action of the carpea- 
ters the allied trades and numerous otner 
labor organizations, including many thousand 
workingmen, will join in making this de- 
mand and refusing to work until it is con 
ceded. If this be their purpose they should 
reason out the result of the position taken. 
The carventers’ rike is but one factor in 
the situation, and if laboring men consider 
it arigut they will understand that it rests 
upon a different basis. The building trade 
has no competition in other cities. Capital- 
ists and persons desiring to buiid houses can- 
not import them. Suppose, therefore, that 
they concede eight hours and any amount of 
* demanded rater than not have their 
ings put up, the carpenters would be 
paid as long as capital could afford it. If no 
other trade went out the problem would be 
a comperatively simple one and would soon 
reguiateitself by the ordinary laws of politica! 
economy. The only limitation would be on 
the part of those who turnish the money. But 
suppose that she tailors, shoemakers, metai 
workers, furnace men, packers, leather mea, 
wood workers, job and book priuters, and 
other trades all make this same demand for 
eight hours’ work and ten hours’ pay and 
that tens of thousands more of workingmen go 
out da strike, in addition to the carpenters, is 
it mot clear to them that to make their 
strike successful they must make it uns 
versal—that 1s, if eight hours’ work acd ten 
hours’ pay are conceded here in Chicago 
they must be conceded in all competing 
cities and towns. Else, what will be the in- 
evitable result? If Cnicago is an eight-hour 
city and is surrounded by ten-hour cities and 
‘towns competing with her, the customers of 
Chicago will go where they can buy the 
cheapest. Manufacturers will go where they 
can manufacture the cheapést, in order to 
supply tmeir customers, and of necessity 
would be forced to move.

THE GREAT FLOODS IN LOUISIANA. 

The condition of affairs in that part of 
Louisiana south of the point where the Red 
River empties into whe Mississippi 1s worse 
than it has been for many years. The levees 
—some of them of immense size, which it 
was fondly fancied would stand the stress 
and strain of any flood—have burst in many 
places and whole parishes are inundated. 


The richest sugar-growing portions of the 


State are under water. Some planters are 
badly hurt; others fave met with large 
losses. The laborers, who are nearly all col- 
ored, are becoming destitute, and if their 
employers cannot resume operations their 
future state will be worse than their present. 

At this moment, when the Lower Missis- 
sippi has ceased to be a river and has be- 
come a sea, the residents around New Or- 
leans must begin to perceive that taey. like 
the dwellers on the banks of the Po, the Yel- 
low River of China, and simular streams, 
must give up their attempts to Senne the 
water at all seasons within one channel. 
They may pile up levees, but the bed of the 
river fises, and the levee has to go up also, 
till a point is reached when the floods cannot 
be confined and burst their bounds. Sooner 
or later, mevitably, the Louisianigns will 
have to open a channel from the Mississippi 
into Lake Borgne, and let part of its waters 
run to the guif by that shorter path. They 
will also have to let the flood waters of the 
Red River go directly to the gulf, as they 
once did. 

This most disastrous flood which is now vis- 
iting Louisiana woula be much worse than it 
is were not the upper waters of the Missis- 
sippi comparatively low. A dispatch in 
yesterday’s Tripune stated that the river at 
Memphis was 27.8 feet, while it had been as 
bigh as 85.6 two weeks ago. At Cairo it is 
only 83.5 as against 48.9 March 18, and at St. 
Louis it is but 14.7 as against 17.5 early in the 
month. The present flood, therefore, is 
measurably a purely local one, due to heavy 
rains in Louisiana, Mississippi, and Arkan- 
sas, en top of a rather high river.

If the Northern 
streams should be booming and there should 
be a succession of rains in the South, which 
is hable to happen any year, the people down 
there would think the days of Noah had 
come again. The men of Louisiana are per- 
sistent and enterprising, but they cannot put 
a bridle on the Mississippi so long as they 
confine the river to one channel, and the 
sooner they give up trying it the better, 


RETALIATION, 

The Senate bili providing for an inspection 
of meats for exportation and prohibiting the 
importation of adulterated artitias of food 
and drink is just, impartial, and equitable in 
all ite provisions, and will specially commend 
itself to the farmers and merchants of the 
country for its provision which authorizes 
the President to exclude importations from 
any foreign country which discriminates 
against us. They feel doubly aggrieved, first, 
by reason of the unjust discrimination, and, 
second, because Congress has left them with- 
out any redress by retaliawon in kind. Ia 
the matter of meats, for instance, Germany 
has prohibited our pork on the ground that 
it is bad and that our Government provides 
no security by official inspection, and yet 
Germany is buying it from Belgium, which 
does not prohibit. Would uu not be more 
honest for Germany to say that she prohibits 
it in the interests of monopoly? The present 
bill meets her objection, however. She has 
complained because there was uo inspec- 
tion. This law requires inspection. and 
our packers have made no objedtion. 
If now she persists in prohibiting our meat 
why should not this country put on the 
screws tightly? If France and Germany will 
not take our products why should we take 
theirs? If they will not take our pork why 
not say to them we will not take your adul- 
terated wines, and olive oils, and your 
shoddy eldths. There is no other way to 
stop this discrimination. No measure could 
be passed by Congress which would give 
more general satisfaction at home, and if 
members have the true American spirit they 
will not hesitate in their duty. It would 
soon bring Germany and France to their 
senses.

HOOPER’S ALLEGED CONFESSION, 


What Is Thought of the California Story at 
Little Rock. 

Lirtie Rock, Ark., April 25.—[Special. ]— 
The alleged confession of Thomas Hooper, a 
California rancuer, to the murder of John M. 
Clayton, particulars of which were given in 
Associated Press dispatches this afternoon, 
is not generally credited. It turns out, how- 
ever, that this is the gtory concerning which 
Gov. Eagle has been collecting proof for 
some weeks. He has not yet made the evi- 
dence in his possession public, and in the ab- 
sence of anything definite to establish the 
genuineness of the story from Los Angeles, 
the public will beslow to accept tt. The Gov- 
ernor has in his possession proof that one 
Tnomas Hooper was born in this county 
and that his father was taken from jail ana 
shot during the admunistration of ex-Gov. 
Powell Clayton, shortly after the late war. 
Several years after two men—Johnson and 
Mays—said to have been implicated in the 
murder of Hooper’s fatner, were killed. Sub- 
sequently Hooper inom eg and for vears 
his whereabouts have nunknown. Thus 
far the evidence in Gov; Eagle's possession 
corroborates the story from California, but 
there is a link missing which will have to be 
supplied. It is claimed that testimony will 
be brought forward during the present Con- 
gressional investigation proving that Hooper 
was in Conway shortly before the assessina- 
tion of Clayton in January, 1889, and that he 
was seen by parties who knew him in former 


years. 

The Investigation Committee hela two 
sessions today, during which 150 witnesses 
were examined. They were negro voters 
from White River Township, Woodruff 
County, one of the two townships in which 
it was alleged the ballot-boxes were stuffed. 
Eighty-five of thé number swore that the 
tickets shown them by the committee were 
not the ballots they cast election day.

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A Tariff Tax on American Scholarship. 

CHICAGO THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, April 25.— 
{Editor of The Tribune.]~—Having always been 
in hearty sympathy with Tag TRIBUNE'S policy 
on the tariff in general, and having noticed its 
editorial on the outrageous duty — on . — 
of arts, as witnessed to our shame iu the remoy 
ot The Angelus to Canada, I make bold to ask 
for a little space in your columns to call atten- 
tion toa tax no less unjust and tyrannous, 
though it affects a narrower circle. 

Being a student I have had occasion during the 
last two years to import from Germany a um- 
ber of books presenting some of the results of 
the exhaustive Semitic scholarship fof which 
the Germans are famous. These works never 
have been and in all human propability never 
will be published in this country, and yet 
a duty of 6 per cent was levied on 
every volume I received, Now, the pur- 
chasers and importers of art works are 
generally people of wealth, perfectly able to pay 
the duty ¢xacted, whereas the scholars of this 
country are not moneyed mena, by far the large 
majority of them having painfully chmbed to the 
positions they now occupy. It would therefore 
seem that such a tax on American scholarsuip 
(for it is nothing else) is certainly not to be 
characterized in mild English, 

A tew weeks ago I received from Leipzig a 
polyglot Bible, five r the Hebrew, 
the Greek of the Seventy, in of Jerome, 
and the German of Luther in parallel columas. 
With it I had ordered Dr. Levy's a Lex- 
icon of the Targums. Oa open os package 
I tound the polygiot all corre ut instead of 
the lexicon ordered I found Dr. Levy’s lexicon of 
the Tulmud in four volumes work for which 
I bad uo use. I had paid a duty of 8.28 on it, 
however. and on making application to the Cus. 
tom-House officials to return the books to the 
custody of the United States I was informed 
that the transaction was closedand the United 
States had nothing to do with the Gastar. Thas 
I was made responsible for the Leipzig book- 
dealer’s error. it will be seen that an American 
student capnot obtain the books necessary to 
the study of the Semitic languages Without sur- 
rendering to his Government §1 for every $4 he 
pays for the works-—works, be it remembered, 
never published on this side of the water. 

Did any one ever hear of Uhlemann’s Syriac 
Grammar or Gesemus’ Hebrew Lexicon being 

ublished in this country in German? I say in 
rman, for even if there were any translations 
not as ancient as the sun the originals should 
come in free. For the privilege of 2

o e ancient tongues -whie 
Old and New Testaments bave petit nd 
the literature and history of E 
and Assyria, which are so intimate ted 
with Biblical history and the Jewish religion— 
for this privilege all students in America must 
pay a bonus of 25 per cent, except Where an oc- 
casionai translation exists. which, let it be 
noted, is fully as costly as the original, for the 
publisher, owing tothe duty on the latter, can 
with impunity demand 3% per- cent more than he 
otherwise vould,

North Dakota Farmers Encouraged. 

Jamestown, N. D., April .- [Special. 
The heavy rains this week make glad the 
heart of the farmer throughout the upper 
James River Valley. Seeding is well under 
Way, possibly one-third the area being 
seeded.

CATALOGUING OUR MANUFACTURES. 


More than 27,000 Articles Which Mexicans 
May Buy of Us. 

New York Sun: It will probably astonish 
most people to learn that there are more thar 
27,000 different articles manufactured in this 
country. Thatsuch is the fact is shown in a 
rewarkable way by the latest effort in the 
compilation of cyclopedias. For several 
years the Seegur and Gurnsey company 
has been engaged in exporting American 
manufactured goods to Mexico. Eigut- 
een months ago the company thought it 
would be convenient to have a refeience list 
of reputable concerns that manufacture 
goods most in demand in Mexico, and work 
was accordingly begun upon a little book in- 
tended for distribution among Mexican buy- 
ers. As the work progressed, however, 
manufacturers of all kinds fell into line and 
urged the making of a more comprehensive 
work, and the result, just reached, is a book 
of 1,300 pages. A translauon of the entire 
work into Spanish, for use among Central 
and South American countries, is in prog- 
ress. - 

In order to test the thoroughness of the 
book the writer sought information from it 
concerning various articles which might not 
be considered importaot. The first was 
base-bali bats. Sure enough, the index had 
the article noted, with refersnce, ‘2,495 B.“ 
This proved to be a sub-division under Arti- 
cle 39, Toys and Sporting Goods,” begin- 
ning on page 677. “2,495 B was e-Ball 
Goods”; A, Base-Bails,” with eigut con- 
cerns mentioned with their ull ad- 
dresses.

A BIG ROW IN A CHURCH. 


THE REV. MR. WHITMAN OF JOLIET 
TELLS HIS STORY. 


The Other Side Also Has a Hearing in 


_ Which the Charges Against Him Are 
Explained—Pastor Whitman Says He Is 
Being Persecuted Because He Befriend- 
ed a Giri Who Was Without Friends or 
Money— Details of the Story. 

Joxarr, II., April 24,—[Special.]—There is 
a very pretty row in thé First Baptist Church 
bere. A year ago the Rev. Edward Whitman 
of Charlottetown, Priace Edward Islandy 
was invited tp preach a tentative sermon. 
He came, preached, and conquered, and was 
instalied as pastor. 
bickerings came; there were quarrels and 
scandals. The Rev. Edward Whitman was 
told te “ get out.” 

He refused. 

At present he holds the fort, but 
the deacons who called him to his 
present field of labors are medi- 
tating a very pretty stroke. Having 
failed to oust him by ecclesiastical methods 
they are going to try and get rid of him by 
the law. -The enactment forbidding the im- 
portation of aliens under contract is supposed 
to apply to bis case. 

Oddly enough it happens tnat the mea who 
are irying to put this enactment in force are 
the very ones who brought Mr. Whitman 
from Canada. A pleasant little paradox lies 
hia in this scheme. 

It goes without saying that there are two 
sides to the question. Under the circum- 
stances one can hardiy do better than follow 
the advice that Hamlet gave to his mamma

I, 
The Rev. Mr. Whitman's Story. 

First of all, then, the story of Mr. Whit- 
man. He isa personable man of 50, over 8X 
feet tall, with easy manners and a fluent 
tovgue. A thick brown mustache hides his 
mouth; his gray-brown hair is combed back 
from his forehead jn a German fashion; good, 
honest blue eyes shine out under his heavy 
eyebrows. Mr. Whitman lives at the corner 
ol Mississippi street and Second avenue in 
the outskirts of the town. The house is a 
cross between a distorted Queen Anne’s cot- 
tage and a bungalow. 

The story of Mr. Whitman’s early life is 
told in a few words, He was born in Nova 
Scotia; took bis degree of M. A. at Dalhousie 
Coilege: spent two post-graduate years at 
Harvard; entered the ministry. After tak- 
ing charge of a few provincial churches he 
was calledto the Baptist church at Char- 
lottetown, P. E. I. His pastorate there last- 
ed for seven years. Then he was cailed to 
Joiiet—one year ago. 

‘*IT came to Joliet,” said Mr. Whitman, on 
trial. The church found me acceptable 
and I was made pastor. At the 
time Icame here Mr. G. L. Vance was church 
clerk. Hetreated me very 1 and for a 
few days I was his guest. When I suggestea 
going to a botel untii 1 could secure apart- 
ments and bring my wife and family to 
Joliet Mr. Vance told me he knew of excel- 


lent rooms that I could get. These rooms 


were at the house of Mrs. Ford, a sister of 
Mr. Vance’s wife. Mrs. Ford is a widow and 
in very poor circumstances. I staid there as 
long as I could, and, when [ found the place 
utterly unsuitable, left. 

„ After this there seemed to bea sort of 
coldness on the part of Mr. Vance toward 
me. I paid no attention to it, however. 

„My family came on from Canada, and 1 
arranged to take rooms and board at the 
house of Mr. D. M. Styles, who was at that 
tame employed in the business office of a lo- 
cal paper. He was a member of my churcao 
and sang in the choir. I paid him $100 a 
month. did not take me long to find out 


that the al | + was impossible. As a 
; e often N could get nothing sh? 


Mr. Styles had a verv large family. Once I 
remember we sat down to dinner—fourteen 
of us in all. There was one wee, small chick- 
en brought in and we all picked the bones. 

“My wife and I decided to take a house 
and go to housekeeping. I gave Mr. Styles 
notice of our intentwuon to leave. And that 
night the first of these scandalous stories 
took its rise. 

“My wife was unwell during the night. 
I got up to strike a light, but awkwardly 
enough turned over a giass of water that 
was on the table and drenched the matches. 
Ine servant slept a few rooms away. I 
knocked at ber door and told her to bring 
me some matches. She went down-stairs 

ot the matches, gave them to me, and 1 
thought no more of the matter. When we 
came to leave, however, Mr. Styles set 
afoot the story that had deen 
guilty of indiscretion with his servant 
girl. Mr. Vance and other of the 
deacons championed him. Luckily enough 
the girl, who was an ignorant Swedish im- 
migrant, had told the facts of the case to a 
friend of bers before she changed her story 
to make it agree with Mr. Styles’ version. 
The matter was brought before the church 
and I was exonerated, ot course, 

“But the unfriendliness of the clique 
against me grew stronger. They wrote to 
Charlottetowoa and unearthed a scandal 
utterly without foundation, as 1 will show in 
a moment—but with a few dietorted facts 
they furnished food for the whole trouble. 

Let me put the case clearly and substan- 
tiate it with documents.“ 

It must be said in this connection that the 
letters and papers to which Mr. Whit nan re- 
fers were in the original and went as far as 
written evidence can go to back up his asser- 
tions. 

“Tn the autumn of 87,“ he continued, “a 
Baptist conference was held in mv church in 
Coarlottetown. When I came home for din- 
ner one evening I found a note trom Simon 
Bolger, the notelkeeper of the town, asking 
me to call ou him. I did so and he told me 
that he bad found a young couatry girl at 
the station who was expecting to go into 
service in Boston. Her master and mistress 
had agreed to meet her and take her with 
them on the Boston boat. They had 
failed to keep the appointment and the girl 
was penniless. As she said her people were 
members of the Baptist church . Bolger 
sent for me. 

„Mr. Bolger introduced me to her as Mr. 
W bitman, the{ pastor of the Baptist church. 
I advised her to go home; ient her $5 to de 
fray her expenses; told her that her father 
could send it to me at any time. 

„Aud this, mark you, was tne first time I 
saw the girl. 

Jam accused of having been guilty of 
improper conduct with her under an assumed 
name. Rather odd, was 1t not, that Mr. Bol- 
ger snould have been present at that inter- 
view if what my accusers say is true? 

“This girl’s name was Mary McWilliams. 

„A few months later—it was in Jene, 88 
lsaw this name in the passenger list ofa 
boat from Boston. I wrote to her, mention- 
ing Mr. Bolger's name and hinted at the $5 I 
had loanea her. By the way, her Boston 
employer’s name was Churchill—the very 
name I am accused of having assumed.

There is one other point to be touched 
upon. Mr. Whitman was accused of misap- 
propriating funds that he had raised for 
building a new church after tie 
old Charlottetown church had deen 
burned down. The accounts certainly 
show business negligence, Gut there is no ap- 
parent inten uon of wrongdoing. Thus, for 
instance, the Cavendish Churen Society 
claims to bave contributed $25 to the fund. 
Mr. Whitman’s account credits it with 85, 
but the balance is credited, to individual 
donors. The ivsignificant variations in tne 
fund accounts are undoubtedly aueto Mr. 
Whitman’s bad business methods. 

This is one side of the question; the other 
is, perbaps, nut quite se flattering to one’s 
faith in humanity. But after looking on 
„this picture” one might as well look on 


„that.“

II. 
The Other Side. 

Mr. G. L. Vance, who was one of the dea- 
cons that summoned Mr. Whitman to vre- 
side over the little flock that is penfolded in 
the First Baptist Church of Joliet, draws the 
other picture. He is au unco’ upright-look- 
ing man of 55 or 60. His side-whiskers are 
gray and his hair is white. He keeps a fur- 
niture store and chews plug tobacco. 

„% No, I don’t want to * he said, “ but 
Pil tell you all about it. When Mr. Whit 
man— people call him Dr, Whitman, but 
he isn’t—came here was church 
clerk. I asked bim fer his letter of 
of dismissal from his former church. He 
promised it would be forthcoming. It never 
came. Then I heard of this affair with Mr. 
Styles“ servant-girl and wrote on to Char- 
lottetown and asked for his record. Of 
course you know the result. There was a 
3 r. Whitman went on and stood his 
trial, 

Mr. Vance went solemnly to his safe and 
drew out a roll of manuscript. 

“There,” be said impressively, “is the 
finding. The charges are three: 

First Undue familiarity with a young 
woman under an assumed name. 

** Second—Faisehood generally. 

“ Third—Misappropriatuon of money that 
had been paid to him for church purposes. 

Aud tne result: 

„Guilty-as the clerk of the session put it 
—by a large majority. 

This document came into my hands in a 
peculiar way. I Was church cierk, and dea- 
con, and Sunday-school superintendent at 
ine time the charges were brought. Before 
tne finding came to hand a church meeting 
had been held; a vote of contidence in Mr. 
Whitman was carried; new officers were 
elected. Mr. Bush, I. and a number of others 
were deposed. But ail the same this 
finding of ‘the Charlottetown committee was 
addressed to me as church clerk. The Post 
master refused to deliver it to me, but I ap- 
plied to tne Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral and got nis authority to take it.“ 

Today Mr. Vance bas published this docu- 
ment and given it to the worid that is inter- 
ested in the moral status of the First Baptist 
Church of Joliet. It is signed by the v. 
Dr. Gordon and sixteén church members. 

There is trey, goss in it save, perhaps, 
the last clause. conclusion the committee 
says: 

Your committee would further direct your at- 
tention to Mr. Whitman’s practical assent to the 
finding as set forth in the paper below, iu which 
he has submitted to the committee a finding that 
would be acceptuble to bimself. 

I. Using an assumed name for the purpose of 
concealing his identity while associating with a 
certain young lady. : 

2. Failure to account for certain money pass- 
ing through his bands for church building funds. 

8. Untruthfulness. 

This is the sting of the report. It is only 
fair to state that Mr. Whitman denies that 
he ever thought of giving assent to such a 
finding. 

There is no doubt that the verdict of the 
Charlottetown church went against him. It 
is equally beyond quibble that a minority of 
the First Baptist Church believes that ne 
was “guilty as char in the indictment.” 
The fact that Mary McWilliams, who is mar- 
ried now and has children, does not believe. 
this has nothing to do with the case—from a 
aeaconal v ew point. 

In the meantime Mr. Whitman is pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of Joliet, and the 
recalcitrant deacons are sponsors for.a pam- 
phiet exblaming what a bad man the Rev. Mr. 
Whitman is. The church majority is not 
with Mr. Vance and his document. Even 
the town feeling seems to be against them. 

But it is a pretty quarrel as it stands. And 
as the end 1s not yet it would be ungracious 
to interfere with the symmetry of tne paro- 
chial squabble.

In 
the days of His young manhood he was 
familiar at Wasnington and a favorite of 
President Van Buren and President Polk. 
He was an officer in the Florida and the 
Mexican Wars. In 1843, having refused all 
offers of position under the Government at 
Washington, he started alone from inde- 
pendence, Mo., on an exploring expedition 
across the plains and through the Rocky 
Mountains to the Pacific Oczan. He became 
a traveling companion of Gen. John C. Fre- 
montin his memorable march into the far 
West. Under this safe escort Gilpin jour- 
neyed to Walla Walla, the destination of the 
troops. From this point be traveled for tne 
greater part alone through a hostile country 
till he reached the ocean. The return trip was 
fraught with hardships and periis, his life at 
every step in jeopardy at the handsof the 
Indians. Upon his arrivalat Washington he 
was cordiaily received by President Polk, 


and at the request of Mr. Buchanan made an 


elaborate report to Congress upon his West- 
ern discoveries. This paper became an im- 
portant document in ugress, und was 
afterwards a vo unable aid to tne Government 
in its Western extension of territory. 

DAWN OF THE IDBA. 

While upon this tour of exploration Gov. 
Gilpin conceived the idea of uniting this con- 
tinent with the rest of the world by a sys- 
tem of railways, and during the last forty- 
seven years, in which he has made a special 
study of the geography, the industrial possi- 
bilties, the resources, and tbe social and 
political life of North America, he 
has also been daily at work on the 
plans of the great Cosmopolitan 
railway. He now declares this 
part of the work finished. The results of his 
labor consist of a series of handsome maps 
of the globe, large and small, showing the 
practicability of railway communication be- 
tween all we nations of the world, accom- 
panied by a volume of explanation. In this 
explanation he argues that America as a 
fallow continent, with territory and re- 
sources capable of maintaining a half million 
million of people, is to be the basis of opera- 
tions, the work to be prosecuted join by 
the Government ana the people. 

All the most extravagact prophecies made 
by Gilpin have been fulfilied in the marvel- 
ous development of the West. What he fore- 
told then was regarded by the wisest Amer- 
ican statesmen as the vagary ot an enthu- 
siast and adreamer. The present proposi- 
tion is not a new one. It is occasionaliy men- 
tioned in Eastern cities merely asa remote 

ssibility. However, thera are many intel- 
igent, progressive persons in Colorado who 
believe in the probabilities of the enterprise 
and are now giving the subject their serious 
consideration.

The braves 
named the white maiden Limpid Water and 
waited upon her goog out and coming in 
through the years until she was 16. The 
great-granduncie of Wabonusie or of Shab- 
bone (accounts differ) was tne tribal chief. 
He numbered among bis warriors Watuma, 
a noted buck who wore a corsage of porcu- 
pine quilis, points inward in token of forti- 
tude and prowess. 

WATUMA’S COUBTSHIP. 

The tribe’s traffic with the settlers had 
gone no farther than offerings of furs lim- 
ited by the white man’s supply of appie-jack. 
Watuma, however, was temperate; he 
wanted Limpia Water. Day by day he bur- 
dened himself with the productsof forest 
and prairie and laid them at the maiden’s 
feet.

Wa- 
tuma seized the snake-skin and hurled it 
with ite precious burden into the Fox River, 
the waters of which instantly took a yellow 
tinge from fountain head to delta. Turn- 
ing Watuma swept the horizon with his hand 
and said: 

„ Within a daylight’s journey the yellow 
stones are like leaves in number, but until the 
water washes itself the white man may not 
find them.“ 

So it was that when one week last Satur- 
day Mr. C. B. Fisher told of finding the long 
hidden treasure the old settiers looked at the 
river and finding its hue still that of an over 
ripe orange shook their heads and bought 
more corner lots near the proposed site of the 
Hercules Iron works. 

Years age it was proposed to run a railway 
side track through Mr. Fisher’s farm at a 
point ten miles south ef Aurora. A cut was 
made, but the work went no further. In dig- 
ging into the embankment one week ago last 
Saturday the workmen came upon three 
pockets of quartz flecked with tiny glittering 
particles.

Commer- 
cial, industrial, and agricultural interests are 
all on she high road to prosperity; the rail- 


roads are doing better than for years, and 
every indication points to an era of general 
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prosperity. These facts have been foreseén in 
Wall street for some tame t, and their ef- 
fect is vartly discounted. me of the ad- 
vances in stocks are extraordinary, as a com- 
sop with last year will readily show. 
hose that have stocks to sell have succeeded 
in lifung them in anticipation of these condi- 
tions. tthe same time they are seilers 
rather than buyers, even upon their own ar- 
ments; and this lack of consistency. on 
their part hardly strengthens confidence in 
their pretensions. If left to itself the mar- 
ket would probably react and fall to its nat- 
ural basis, which is in reality a strong one, 
and sufficiently recognized as such to stimu- 
late outside buying on the part of the publica 
Bubsequently it will result in a broader and 
stronger market. As it is, however, the 
market, being in control of strong hands, is 
heid above the ideas of the public, and con- 
sequentiy deprived of one of the healthiest 
characteristics of a genuine bull movement. 

There Has been no ch whatever in the 
vailroad situation; some Western managers 
still insist that the situation in their dis- 
tricts is more than serious; the railway 
association remains in a crippled condition ; 
confidence has received somewhat of a blow 
by additional failures im the dry goods and 
boot and shoe trades, and the prospects in the 
money market continue uncertam. Added 
to these lafluences is a lack of buying orders 
for stocks, and the bears have displayed re- 
newed activity in a few s alties. 

The stendy rise in Vanderbilt stocks, 
coupied with a stronger tone on the 
Grangers, has served to offset other unfavor- 
able elements and to give the market a 
stronger appearance than it had a week ago. 
Whether the advance will be maiatamed or 
not depends largely upon improvement in 
the railroad situation and the business out- 
look. Tbe most important immediate factor 
in the stock market is the monetary situa- 
fon. The bank reserves are iow, and tne 
spring and summer demands are expected to 
be larger than usual, and are still to be met. 

There has never yet been a spring when 
money did not rapidly accumulate in New 
York, and all tne hopes of the bulls are laid 
upon this. They claim to bave everything 
else in their favor. It is well to remember 
that before many days comparison of railway 
earnings will be made witb a period in which 
they commenced to show large increases over 
the previous year and in which expenses 
commenced to be reduced. 

We are left to make a bull market with a 
very small casn capital and a large stock of 
sentiment. The proportions of such a market 
will inevitably be measured and limited by 
the cash capital. In the last few years any 
scarcity of funds in New York has been 
promptiy reheyed by London, which in 
these days of cables is very pear us, and 
many persons have been taught to 
believe that -for this reason money 
could never again command high rates. The 
contingency of high rates there and on the 
continent seems never to have been enter- 
tained, yet that is the conaiton of affairs of 
today. Speculauon has gradually expanded 
until almost every branch of trade and busi- 
ness has been reached by it. Conservative 

men bave fora long time viewed the situa- 
tion with alarm, and now it looks, as if the 
settling day had come. The spechlative ex- 
osion has absorbed the capital that has so 
ng been available in times of emergency. 
Liquidawon will be forced by a continuous 
advance m rates for money anda closer 
scrutiay of securities offered. Certainiy 
very little assistance for a bull market cab 
come from those sources; rather we may ex- 
pect some selling of American securities if 
prices are advanced here, unless the railroad 
situation shouid become brighter. This is 
the outlook. It is more a question of finan- 
ciai conditions than of the prosperous state 
of the various properties, Later on this pros- 
rity a certain favorable resuita, 
t not the present unsettied monetary 
situawon.

S. PAUL ROAD OFFICIAL UHANGES. 


A Number of Important Positions to Be 
Filled by New Men. 

Mitwavxer, Wis., April 25.—{Special. ]— 
With the removal of the general offices of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. Paul 
to Chicago several important changes will be 
made, although not as yet officially an- 
nounced. General Superintendent Earimg 
will, it is said, relieve President Miller of the 
duties of General Manager. For Mr. Earl 
ing’s place as General Superintendent W. G. 
Collins, stationed at St. Paul, is on the slate. 
Superintendent D. A. Olin will in all proba- 
bility, it is said, resign his position 
and retire from the service of the 
road.

A LITTLE VICTORY FOR BEARS, 


Wheat Drops a Fraction la a Quiet Market 
—Oat Men Sarprised. 

The contending parties in the wheat pit 
were less aggressive yesterday. The price 
only varied ½ ont to & cent per bushel be- 
tween the highest and lowest prices of the 
active future, and at the close it was within 
3g cent of its resting price Thursday, and 
the fraction named was gained by the bears. 
The figures were, July, 86%. cents, as com- 
pared with 864¢ cents the previous day. The 
market was in a great measure in the hands 
of the local scaipers, who were generaily 
bearish. The weather appeared to control 
the tendency of prices, being considered in a 
general way favorable to the crop prospects. 

A Minneapolis firm telegraphed an inquiry 
to Counselman & Co. regarding the price 
at which 25.000 to 50.000 bushels of oats 
could be bought for shipment to the 
twin cities. A good deal of interest 
was excited by the proposed deviation of 
this cereal from its natural course. The ef- 
fect was to create considerable nervousness 
among the speculators who are short of oats, 
one ot whom is said to be Mr. B. P. Hutchin- 
son, and as Hess is said to have a tight grip 
on the oats in store here the shorts had 
enough to fear without the additional weapon 
pointed at them in the foregoing manner.

Gloomy Outlook lu Canada.

In fact, itis well known that the Bank of 
Montreal, which is to Canada what the Bank 
ot England is to Great Britain, is warning 
merchants to curtaii their imports. The bank 
statement for March just issued is not satis- 
factory, showing a further enlargement of

PROCEEDINGS OF CONGRESS, 


The Legislative Appropristion Bill Again 
Under Discussion in the House. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 25.—Mr. O'Neil 
of Pennsylvania presented the proceedings 
of a meeting of business-men of Philadeiphia 
and a memorial with 1,000 signatures, and 
the signatures of the board of trade of that 
city, asking the aid of Congressin the pro- 
motion of the building of American ships to 
trade with foreign ports, and to establish 
direct mail communication with the western 
coastof Africa.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The Ines Delegation Anxious for a De- 
cision on the PDrainage Act. 

Wasninoton, D. C., April 25.—[Special.]—~ 
Members of the Illinois delegation are anx- 
iously waiting for the Supreme Court de- 
cision on the constitutionality of the Drain- 
age act. Until that is decided they would 
only injure the prospects of the waterway 
by bringing the subject before Congress. 
Yet it is desirable that they be ready to 
offer something while the River and 
Harbor bili is in the House, and tne 
committee is going to Oring that 
measure up as soon as possible. 
Its discussion may occupy a week. Amend- 
ments have been prepared which would put 
the waterway on an equal footing with Hen- 
nepin and they will be introduced just as 
soon as the decision of the Supreme Court is 
known. On the supposition that the consti- 
tutionality of the Drainage act will be upheld 
favorable legislation may be had this session, 
if the decision is given in time, but if it be 
delayed tco long the friends of the waterway 
will have to wait till the short session, when 
the chancesare that no riverand harbor 
bill will be passed. 

ORDER OF BOSINESS IN THE HOUS®.

WOULDI’T WAIT TILE TUESDAY, 


Live-Stock Rates from Omaha and Coun- 
oll Blaffs Reduced. 

Since the issuance of Chairman Faithorn’s 
circular letter, published in yesterday’s 
TRIBUNE, asking Western roads to make no 
change in through rates on live stock from 
points west of the Missouri River until after 
the conference with Trans-Missouri roads 
next Tuesday, when the matter is to be given 
consideration, it has transpired that one of 
the Trans-Missouri tines has already estab- 
lished cut tariffs to this point. The reduc- 
tions are made on the basis of a cut of $7.35 
per car to Chicago and $450 per 
car to. Mississippi River points. This is 
off the current tariff rates. The road has 
applied this reduced basis without observing 
the local rates from Omaha as the minimum 
through rates, and in consequence the other 
lines operating via Omaha have given notice 
of similar reductions. 

In view of this fact Chairman Faithorn 
finde action necessary in regard to rates 
from Council Bluffs and Omaha locally. On 
account of the character of the reduction ana 
with a view to limiting its effect as much as 
possible he thinks the best results can be ob- 
tained by the establishment of rates per 100 
pounds from Council Biuffs and Omaha 
rather than by making an arbitrary 
deduction as applied from points west, this 
position being taken on the theory that the 
effect of the reduction from Nebraska points 
should be limited to the observance of the 
lowest rates irom points beyond Omaha as 
the maximum from Council Bluffs and 
Omaha. By converting the reduction into 
cents per 100 pounds, he says, the same prin- 
ciple of arbitrary deduction in the Omaha 
rate is confined to narrower limits. 

On the foregoing basis the rates on cattle 
from Council Bluffs to Omaha and Chicago 
would be 21 cents (present rate 25 cents) sub- 
ject to the established minimum weights, 
and to Mississippi River points 1357 cents; on 
sheep to Chicago 22 cents, and Mississippi 
River points 17 cents per 100 pounds. The 
situation, Chairman Faithorn says, does not 
require a change in the rate on hogs in either 
double deck or single deck cars. 

The tariffs indicated above are therefore 
authorized to be applied as the maximum 
from intermediate points on direct lines. 
New tariffs on this basis will be immediately 
issued from Chairman Faithorn’s office. 

Under the foregoing adjustment some 
rearrangement of the rates from Western 
Iowa points will be necessary. Next Tues- 
day’s meeting will afford an opportunity for 
the consideration of this feature of the situ- 
ation. 

No action will be taken by Chairman 
Faithern towards changing the existing 
rates from Sioux City to St. Paul, or other 
points north of Dubuque. Consideration of 
these rates is also deferred until Tuesday’s 
meetirg. 

Inasmuch as under the long and short 
haul clause the rates from Omaha have 
already been reduced to the extent of the 
cut from points beyond, the new rates 
ae above can be put in effect immed-

There is 1 principle of law 
to the effect that persons dealing with a 
municipal corporation must take notice of 
the validity of all the acts of that corpora 
tion, and that the corporation can at an 
time repudiate any acaon of any of its of- 
ficers which is not warranted by law.“ 

“ What are the grounds upon which Mr.

„He says that ine law is unconstitutional 
because it takes out of the province of the 
convention to determine the eligibility of its 
delegates and that that is undemocratic and 
against public policy, and then he says that 
nowhere in the primary law is there 
provision for the paymeat of the judges
